addendum from SAC; 

On 7/17/64, I telephonically furnished the above 
information to HUlfiY C. JCMKSGN, Assistant Legal Attache, 
Mexico City. 1 pointed out to him that Mr. CRAIG had come to 
Dallas on the night of 7/15/64, and that 1 had been instructed 
by Inspector B. L. EDWARDS to assist him and give him usual 
courtesies: that in fact vhat ve had actually done had been 
to take him to the various places of Interest in connection 
with the OSWALD case. This case was not mentioned as JOBNSGK 
knew of CRAIG 's position and knew what case was being referred 
to, and that very possibly 1 would want to ask them to do the 
same thing, and As far as 1 knew this would be permissible. 

X advised him CRAIG stated he would contact CLARE AKDERSOH* 
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
